MONEY AND SHARE MARKET.

London, October 19. 
The Money Market. 


Egypt has again been the predominating 
factor in the money market this week. In 
our last report we gave it asa gereral opinion 
that two millions more gold would be re- 
quired before the Egyptian demands would 
be satisfied, at the same time pointing ont 
there were some older members of the market 
who thought this overstated. These latter 
gentlemen, however, do not appear to have 
been well-posted or up-to-date in their con- 
clusions, for £1,010,000 in gold was shipped 
to Egypt at the beginnipg of the corrent 
week, snd we understand that another 
£1,0€0,000 will leave the ‘Bank to-night. It 
looks ss ifia farther £500,000 will be re- 
quired before present demands will be satisfied. 
A helping factor in the situation are the di- 
vidends on the Unified, which at present are 
being made use of for remittances, these being 
equivalent to gold.in Egypt, and much less 
@xpensive to transmit. 

The uncertainty as regards Egypt, and aleo 

the possibility of further gold requirements 
for the Argentine Republic and the United 
States all tend to have a serious effect upon 
the money market. Three months’ Bank bills 
were yesterday reluctantly taken at 43%, 
but_4 g=was nearer the correct price last 
night. 
- It is well-known that thé Bank directors are 
desirous of avoiding a 6 per cent. Bank rate, 
but if the present heavy demands for gold 
continue it looks to us as if this will be inevit- 
able before the end cf the year, 

Having written so much, we learn that a 
notics has just been posted in the Bank of 
England raising the rate to 6 per cent. Need- 
less to.say this was qaite unexpected, and has 
caused conaternation all-round. Many people 
ask why at the Bank directors’ meeting yester- 
day some bint was not given that a 6 per cent. 
rate was.in sight. No doubt the directors have 
a very good enswer; at the same time these 


comment not yery complimentary to the’ Bank 
directorr. Certainly thé man in the street 
would appear to be quite justified in arguing 
that such a drastic atep on the day immediate- 
ly following Thursday, when the ueual meeting 
is held and the Bank statement is given out, 
calls for comment.
